In The Strand Magaaino'C. E. Borch- 
grevink reviews briefly the results of 
his visit to South Victoria Lend in 1896. 
He says: 
“ In my opinion the great southern 
continent is theGreenland of the south, 
with just as many possibilities. 
I do 
fully believe that hitherto unknown 
animal life w ill be found on South Vic­ 
toria Land. 
Captain Larsen on the 
whaler Jason brought back petrified 
wood from Graham Lund, south of Cape 
Horn, which fact, of course, proves gr» at 
climatio changes in those regions dur­ 
ing succeeding period» 
As our knowl­ 
edge of the great southern continent 
now stands, we must believe it really 
to be a continent,*and not a mere accu­ 
m ulation of islands, as w ell from the 
appearance of the land, as it has been 
Sighted nearly all round, as also from 
#ea soundings, and last, but not least, 
from the nature of those specimens of 
rocks which I bronght back w ith me 
from Victoria Land. 
If it is all land, 
it is probably of an area twice the six» 
of Australia. 
“ Already the first sight of Victoria 
Land convinces one that it is of volcan­ 
ic origin. 
The Volcanoes of Victoria 
Land show a tendency to follow the 
same line. 
From Mount Sabine to 
Mount M« lbourne the trend is south- 
southwesterly. Mount Erebus and Mount 
Terror lie almost due south of Mount 
Sabine. 
Farther north from Mount Sa­ 
bine the great earth fold, on the septum 
of which this chain of volcanoes is sit­ 
uated, probably bends a little w estward, 
as shown partly by the surroundings, 
partly by th«' pc*itks' »f R:ilb*ny is­ 
la n d / Northw est of Balleny island the 
great fold trends perhaps to the knot­ 
ting point between the Tasmanian axis 
of folding end that of New Zealand, the 
former, perhaps, running through Roy 
al Company island, 
and the latter 
through or near Auckland island and 
Macquarie islami. 
The knotting point 
would probably be somewhere (approx­ 
im ately) near the inu n ction of tho six­ 
tieth parallel of south latitude with 
the one hundred aud fiftieth meridian 
of longitude east from UrcenwicU.

G erm any is show ing the rest of the 
world how “ quick lunches” m ay be 
served w ithout em ploying w aiting and 
how a hungry person m ay have ju st 
w hat lie w ants to eat and drink at a 
fixed price w ith o u t paying an extra tip 
and w ithout feeling 
hiniaelf called 
upon, no m atter how particular he may 
be, to find fau lt w ith the service unless 
he is satisfied to m ake his com plaint to 
a m echanical contrivance, w hich differs 
from some w aiters in so far th at it 
makes no pretense of caring a rap or 
the turn of a handle how uncom fortable 
or how badly served the hungry one 
may be. 
The contrivance, w hich hi« 
been perfected by the Q uisicana com pa­ 
ny of B erlin is so perfectly arranged 
th at even those people who object to 
the m anner o f. w ashing the cups and 
plates 
in the ordinary quick lunch 
places are deprived of th eir cause for 
com plaint because every custom er may 
supervise the cleaning o f the cup w hich 
he w ill use, and if he is so inclined may 
attend to the duty, him self. 
Tho quick lunch stands are provided 
w ith autom atic spraying nozzles for 
cleaning glass and china and insure per­ 
fect cleanliness. 
No m bber tubing is 
used to conduct liquids, silver tubes be­ 
ing employed for the purpose. The serv­ 
ice is run by clockwork. 
In place of the ordinary counter there 
are sets of ornam ental cabinets ranged 
along one side of the room, w hich have 
a shelf projecting at a 
convenient 
height, upon w hich glasses and cups are 
placed. 
Above these there are faucets 
and a num ber of slots to receivo the 
coin. When the custom er has decidtd 
w hat sort of a drink he w ants—coffee, 
tea, chocolate or beef tea— he drops the 
coin in the slot and receives the regula­ 
tion quantity. The cold drinks—lem on­ 
ade, soda w ater and all sorts of “ soft 
drinks” — are kept in glass vessels and 
the hot drinks in nickel tanks surround­ 
ed by a hot w ater bath, w hich is heated 
by gas. 
B ut tho establishm ent is not lim ited 
to drinks, and the hungry m an may 
a ls o be served. 
Sandwiches and rakes 
are kept in a irlass stand, circular in 
shape, w hich is covered w ith a glass 
bell. 
Each bell contains about a dozen 
sandwiches, and the purchaser indicates 
his choice by dropping his coin into the 
slot opposite the kind he w ants, and th e 
stand revolves sufficiently to bring his 
sandwich to an opening w here he may 
take it out. 
Stands sim il ^ y arranged 
provide 
hot 
beef, chicken and other 
meats; 
The quick Junch is nothing new in 
Germ any, though, as any person w ill 
know w ho has m ade a ruLi-Md i»ip be­ 
tween B erlin and Copenhagen by w ay 
of W arneinundc. 
A m an w ho made the 
trip several years ago said: 
“ We were com ing back from Den­ 
m ark and stopped at a little place on 
the G erm an frontier at a L out noon. 
Everybody w as hrjigry, and the Ann ri- 
Oaua contingent was disappointed when 
the conductor shouted, ‘F unf m iuuten | 
au fe u th alt.’ We knew th a t five m inutes 
w ould not givo us tim e for a meal, aud 
we lost no tim e in leaving the coach as 
soon as it w as unlocked. 
Everybody 
rushed pellm ell 
into the restaurant, 
where a lot of w ire things that lookid 
like old fashioned rattrap s w ere piled 
up. 
Everybody grabbed a trap, paid 
about 25 cents for it aud rushed back to 
the train. 
“ W hat looked like a trap w as really 
an ingeniously contrived lunch basket 
having three com partm ents. In one was 
an ample portion of chicken; the next 
contained sandwiches, aud the th ird a 
dainty pi' ce of pastry aud a sm all bot­ 
tle of wine, over w hich a little driuk- 
ing glass w as fastened. 
L ittle salt and 
pepper shakers aud a knife and fork 
w ere fastened to tho sides, and the 
whole w as covered w ith a Japanese pa­ 
per napkin. Tho fact that we were all 
hungry and th a t the whole arrangi m cut 
was unexpected may have had som e­ 
thing to do w ith our enjoym ent of the 
luncheon, but it was agreed thut it was» 
the most perfect of the ‘quick’ kind we 
had ever seen. The bottom of the w ire 
lunch basket w as covered w ith a piece 
of glass, aud a paper beneath it bore the 
request in Germ an, French and E nglish 
to leave the em pty basket w ith the train- 
hand. ” 
M anagers of quick luw /i places say 
th a t tho autom atic restaurant would 
not be patronized sufficiently to m ake it 
pay in New York. 
“ The m ain object of the autom atic 
arrangem ent,” said one, “ is to do away 
w ith w aiters and save the outlay on 
th at account. 
W o have accomplished 
th at end by m aking every m an his own 
w aiter, and I believe th a t breakage iu 
machines, falling off in trade and coun­ 
terfeit coins would m ake a change from 
our present system to tho autom atic an 
ecpeusive experim ent. 
As to the quick 
lunches for travelers 011 railw ay trains, 
much can be done, and no one knows 
th a t te tte r th an the traveler who ia 
com pelled to m ake a m eal of w hat he 
can buy from the dealer iu pies, apple« 
and sandwiches who haw ks his wares 
through the cars. 
The buffet aud the 
diniug cars have reduced his field of 
operation, but he is still in business, 
selling the same old sandwiches to the 
peoplo w ho cannot afford to ride iu 
draw ing room curs, aud to them tho 
quick touch on the plan of those w hich 
they have in some parts of Europe would 
be a blessing. “ — New York Tribune.

A Sentinel In a T ree—H ow Me B etrayed 


J im NemmJth. 


“ W hilo w e w ere camped nAnr C ul­ 
peper Court House in the fa ll of 1802, 
said Major Tom W illiam s, “ I became 
acquainted w ith a fam ily named D ow ­ 
dy. Just, before the battle of Culpeper I 
paid a v isit to the farm aud founds the 
ladies in a panic, preparing to flee. They 
set lief ore me such scant fare as they 
had left, and after I had eaten a hasty 
luncheon M iss Mary D ow dy called to 
m e and led the w ay to the back yard. 
“ ‘There is the last of our stoqk of 
poultry,’ said she, pointing to a little 
bantam cock that w as strutting aln int 
the yard. 
‘I haven’t the heart to k ill 
him because he is a pet. 
If you want 
him , you can take him and do as yon 
like w ith him . ’ 
“ During the cam paign of 1868 he o f­ 
ten sat on m y shoulder through the 
long, w eary marches and hurried re­ 
treats, aud I shared m y rations w ith 
him . 
One n igh t w e had reached the 
flunk of the en em y’s cam p by a forced 
march and lay down to sleep on our 
arms, expecting to bi' roused at the 
break of day for a sudden charge. I had 
started off w ith General perched upon 
m y m usket barrel, aud a sudden change 
in the order of march had separated Yin 
from tho w agons, so I placed the roost­ 
er on tho lim b of a sapling above my 
head, w h ile I lay down to snatch a few 
m inutes’ sleep. 
“ General did not utter a sin gle d u ck 
in protest, although he m ust have been 
very hungry from long fasting, but 
q u ietly squatted cm the branch w h ile I 
flung m yself on the grass and tleaves 
aud w as soon fast asleep.

w eary that I slep t profoundly until I 
w as suddenly aroused by an unearthly 
screech in m y ear.

“ General had dropped dow n from his 
perch and n ttem l a shrill crow right in 
m y ear w hich I md awakened nae, aud as 
I opened m y eyes I saw t he flash of guns 
as our pickets fired an*! in an instant 
fell back upon us w here w e lay.

Y ankees had turned the bibles on us, 
and, discovering our presence, the sur­ 
prising force becam e the surpris'd, and 
in ten m inutes there w as an un* arthly 
racket going on in that pine thicket. 
“ R ight and left oi m r position the 
boys cam e out o f cover and advanced 
w ith y ells and cheers, m oving cautious­ 
ly and firing as th ey m o v fd It had be­ 
com e sufficiently lig h t for m e to find 
m y few belonging** and I soon n co v e r ­ 
ed m y hat aud haversack, w hich I bad 
forgedt* ii to pick up in the hurry of th** 
first surprise, aud ju.-t at that tim e I 
w as saluted w ith a loud crow just above 
m y head, aud looking up I saw G eneral 
perched upon his lim b. he having flown 
back then' w hen th** firing began, and 
w ith h is head held on one side he w as 
sidling along the sw aying branch, crow ­ 
ing and clucking- 
“ In spit© of th** banging of th e guns 
and w h istlin g of bullets G eneral Stuck 
bravely to his perch aud never fluttered 
during the entire engagem ent.

I told th© story in cam p that night, 
General w as the toast of th© evening, 
aud he w as tr<a ted to a ll sorts of tid ­ 
bits in

Th® Slot P rinciple A pplied to Restaurant*. * 
No W alters to Fee or to Swear A t—-A 
Good Lunch B asket Schem e Used on 
German Hail way*. 


Germany is showing the rest of the 
world how “ quick lunches” may be 
served w ithout employing waiters and 
how a hungry person may have just 
what he wants to eat and drink at a 
fixed price w ithout paying an extra tip 
and without feeling 
him self called 
upon, no matter how particular he may 
bo, to find fault w ith tho service unless 
ho is satisfied to make his complaint to 
a mechanical contrivance, which differs 
from some waiters in so far that it 
makes no pretense of caring a rap or 
the turn of a handle how uncomfortable 
or how badly served the hungry one 
may be. 
The contrivance, which has 
been perfected by tho Quisicana compa­ 
ny of Berlin is so perfectly arranged 
that even those people who object to 
the manner of* washing the cups and 
plates 
in the ordinary quick lunch 
places are deprived of their cause for 
complaint because every customer may 
sun *rvisc the cleaning of the cup which 
he w ill use, and if he is sc inclined may 
attend to tho duty,himself. 
Tho quick lunch stands are provided 
w ith automatic spraying nozzles for 
cleaning glass and china and insure per­ 
fect cleanliness. 
No sobber tubing is 
used to conduct liquids, silver tubes be­ 
ing employed for the purpose. The *©r?- 
tce is run by clockwork. 
In place of the ordinary counter there 
are sets of ornamental cabinets ranged 
along cue side of the room, which have 
a Bhelf projecting at a 
convenient 
height, upou which glasses and cups are 
placed. 
Above these there are faucets 
and a number of slots to receive tin* 
coin. When the customer has decided 
what sort of a drink he wants—coff* e, 
tea, chocolate or beef ten—he drops the 
coin in the slot and receives the regula­ 
tion quantity. The cold drinks— lemon­ 
ade, soda water and all sorts of * ‘soft 
drinks” — are kept in glass vessels and 
the hot drinks in nick* I tanks surround­ 
ed by a hot water barb, which is heated 
by gas. 
But the establishment is rot lim ited 
to drinks, and the hungry man may 
also be served. 
Sandwiches cud cakra 
are kept in a glass stand, circular in 
shape, which is covered w ith a glass 
bell. Each bell contains about a dozen 
sandwiches, and the purchaser indicates 
his choice by dropping his coin into the 
slot opposite the kind he wants, and the 
stand revolves sufficiently to bring bis 
sandwich to aa opening where lie ma)’ 
take it out.
